future

A group of farmers 
hopes to establish them¬ 
selves as agricultural 
leaders in Henry County 
- and are trying to fulfill 
that dream by forming 
a new club called Henry 
County Ag Connections. 

Although some of 
them already knew 
each other, the 10 guys 
bonded during the 
most recent leadership 
program at the Henry 
County Chamber of 
Commerce. 

“It really was the 
brainchild of Steve 
Moore, Henry County 
Cooperative Extension, 
and John Logan 
Brent,Henry County 
Judge-Executive,” said 
local dairy farmer Curtis 
Coombs, a member of 
the new club. 

Originally, the idea was 
to have a young farmers 
group, but they decided 
to expand the concept 
to be open to begin¬ 
ner farms and farmers 
who want to learn and 
be proactive on their 
farms, said Coombs, who 
breeds cows at his dairy 
operation, Jericho Acres 
Dairy in Smithfield. 

He also grows corn for 
silage, alfalfa and tobac¬ 
co. 

“It’s basically a young 
famers club but it’s 
aimed at connections - 
we’re just looking for 
members who want to 
learn more,” Coombs 
said, adding that there 
is no age limit for mem¬ 
bers. “I think our main 
goal is just to have us be 
the future agricultural 
leaders in the county.” 

The group is plan¬ 
ning their first meeting 
for 6:30 p.m., Thursday, 
Jan. 14, at the Henry 
County Cooperative 
Extension office, 

2151 Campbellsburg 
Rd. in New Castle. 
Kentucky Department 
of Agriculture’s Policy 
Specialist Warren Beeler 
will be the featured 
speaker. 

“I’m sure there will 
be a great discussion of 
current issues in agricul¬ 
ture,” Steve Moore said. 

Members of the group 
so far include cattle, 
dairy, tobacco and grain 
farmers. 

“With the average 
age of farmers in Henry 
County rising to 58 
years in the latest cen¬ 
sus of agriculture, it

The Henry County Road Department 
went through 50 tons of salt and 300 tons 
of cinders - all before Dec. 21, the official 
start of winter. 

“We haven’t usually used any this time 
of the year,” said Glenn Baxter, head of the 
Henry County Road Department. 

It was 40 degrees and sunny - with tem¬ 
peratures expected to climb even higher 
later in the week - when Baxter walked 
through the storage area in New Casde 
where the eight trucks are kept - seven 
with plows and one without. Nearby, snow 
plow blades sat along Property Road, tak¬ 
ing a break from snow and ice storms ear¬ 
lier in the month. 

“We cover 200 miles of county roads,” 

Baxter said. “And we have a storage supply 
of 150 tons of salt. With that, we could go 
over all of the roads four times.” 

After that supply runs out, more bulk 
rock salt is ordered from Central Salt in 
Louisville, and can be on hand in a couple 

Ash cinders from power plants mixed with the county salt supply.

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Two missing 
after 
car chase

Two black males escaped on foot 
after wrecking a vehicle involved in a 
car chase spanning Henry and Trimble 
Counties this weekend. 

At 2:04 p.m. Sunday, Kentucky State 
Trooper Mitch Hazelett clocked a 1999 
white Chevy Monte Carlo speeding at 
102 mph on 1-71 near Campbellsburg. 
While in pursuit, the vehicle jutted off 
of Exit 34 and headed toward Bedford. 

According to Trooper Hazelett, the 
vehicle turned down Starks Lane and 
pulled an evasive maneuver on the 
Cardinal Hills Golf Course property 
damaging the part of the grounds. The 
vehicle headed back toward the inter¬ 
state, but lost control at the intersection 
of Rose Hill Road and I<Y 421. 

Three black males ran from the vehi¬ 
cle across a creek and fled up a nearby 
hill. With the assistance of seven troop¬ 
ers and a canine unit, Hazelett located 
one juvenile at the 1000 block of 
Sulphur-Bedford Road. The other two 
males are thought to be a juvenile at 
approximately 16-years-old and an adult 
approximately 18 to 20-years-old. 

“The car was stolen from a 
Thornton’s gas station on Dixie

A historical marker commemorat¬ 
ing the Low Dutch Colony who 
settled in Henry and Shelby Counties 
will return to Henry County after it 
had been missing for more than 30 
years. 

By pure chance browsing an auc¬ 
tion website, two descendants of the 
Low Dutch Colony from Kentucky 
were tipped off that a Daughters of 
The American Revolution plaque 
commemorating the Low Dutch 
Company, a part of the Low Dutch 
Colony, was up for auction in 
Campbellsville. Amalie Preston of 
Mercer County contacted histo¬ 
rian and descendant Vince Akers 
of Indianapolis two days before the

LETTER TO THE EDITOR 


Our greatest 
generation 

Four weeks ago 
today I attended the 
memorial service for 
my uncle, Kenneth 
Bratton, a member of 
the greatest genera¬ 
tion. 

Sixty nine years ago 
today he was fight¬ 
ing in the deadliest 
battle our nation had 
ever seen, the Battle 
of the Bulge. This 
battle resulted in over 
85,000 US casual¬ 
ties, with over 19,000 
dead. 

The battle began on 
December 16, 1994 
and lasted a little 
over a month until 
January 25, 1945. 

By Christmas day 
610,000 US troops 
were committed to 
the fight. The weather 
was some of the worst 
Europe had seen in 
years. The snow was 
deep and the frozen 
dead were stacked up 
like cord wood. 

Kenneth was a 
green inexperienced 
soldier. He was 21 
years old, born and 
reared on a farm in 


southern Illinois. He 
had not been a part 
of the D-Day invasion 
at Normandy. He 
had not fought in the 
hedgerows. He had 
arrived in Europe fol¬ 
lowing that action. 

On the third day of 
the fighting, he and 
two other men in his 
platoon were separated 
from their unit. For 
two weeks they wan¬ 
dered behind enemy 
lines. This may have 
been fortunate for 
them. When they did 
find their way back to 
their unit, most had 
been killed. Only a few 
had survived. 

I am appreciative 
when I think of my 
uncle and those of 
his generation. They 
fought for our free¬ 
dom and many paid 
the ultimate sacrifice. 
Many have died since 
in Korea, Vietnam, 
Afghanistan, and Iraq. 

They returned from 
the war, married, 
raised families, and 
worked hard to make 
our country great. 

We have benefited 
from their sacrifices. 
Because of their efforts 
we became a strong 


and respected nation. 
Our word meant 
something. We ben¬ 
efited from freedom 
others around the 
world desired to have. 

When I look at 
our country today I 
see a different nation. 
We are no longer the 
respected world power 
I remember. We are 
scoffed at and made 
fun of by third rate 
nations. Our word is 
void and our allies can 
no longer depend on 
us. 

I no longer see 
a nation of hard 
working people. 
Productivity is at an 
all time low. We are 
no longer the supplier 
of the worlds needs. 
Nearly half of our cit¬ 
izens have their hands 
out wanting some¬ 
thing for nothing, not 
willing to work. 

We have turned our 
backs on those who 
have defended our 
country. Recently cuts 
have been made to our 
veterans and military 
retiree benefits. 

We no longer hold 
to the Judeo-Christian 
values of our found¬ 
ing fathers. Our 


Constitution means 
nothing to judges who 
render opinions con¬ 
trary to what Madison, 
Hamilton, and the 
other framers of the 
Constitution intended 
when it was written. 

Threat of lawsuits 
by individuals and 
groups have caused 
schools, cities, and 
private businesses to 
discontinue decade old 
practices. Christmas 
cards made by school 
children could not be 
given to veterans at a 
VA hospital because 
it violated VA policy 
concerning things 
relating to Christmas. 
The list goes on and 
on. 

I doubt 

Washington’s soldiers 
at Valley Forge that 
starved and froze 
to death during the 
winter of 1777-1778 
or my uncle and the 
soldiers in Belgium 
on this day in 1944 
would understand 
what has happened to 
our country and the 
freedoms they fought 
and died for.

plaque’s auction. 

Made of bronze, the 
two were certain the lost 
plaque would be sold for 
scrap and never be seen 
again. 

“It was our moment 
of serendipity. My friend 
Kyle Riley, an avid his¬ 
tory buff and collector of 
antiquities, was brows¬ 
ing the auction website 
and this caught his eye,” 
Preston said. “Knowing 
that it would be of inter¬ 
est to me, (Preston is a 
descendant and member 
of the DAR) he con¬ 
tacted me. We knew 
it would be gone the 
next day and we don’t 
know if this is the origi¬ 
nal 1939 marker or its 
replacement.” 

The DAR have placed 
at least two markers on 
U.S. 421 bolted to mill¬ 
stones donated by Union 
Capt. I.N. Johnston of 
Pleasureville. The mark¬ 
ers have a history them¬ 
selves of periodically 
being stolen. 

According to Maude 
Johnston Drane’s 
1948 History of 
Henry County, the 
DAR installed the first 
plaque in 1939 near 
the reconstructed Low 
Dutch House between 
Pleasureville and Defoe 
now operated as Sweet 
Home Spun. The plaque 
stated, “This site marks 
the religious and civic 
center of the Low Dutch 
Colony which pur¬ 
chased 6,800 acres from 
Squire Boone in 1786 
to become home to 34 
families.” In 1943, the 
plaque was stolen. The 
Bland/Ballard DAR 
chapter dedicated a new 
plaque. According to the 
book, the stolen plaque 
was later,’’...found in a 
junk heap in Frankfort.” 
According to Acers, the 
last dedicated plaque 
was stolen in the 1970’s 
and he wasn’t going to 
let this plaque, stolen or 
not, get lost. He emailed 
Preston. 

“I looked up Mike’s 
Auction’s website and 
see that their store is 
open 10 a.m. -6 p.m. 
today. I’ve decided to 
just get in the car and 
drive down and get this 
marker,” Acers wrote. 
“I’ll donate it to the 
DAR and/or HHS 
or whoever will see it 
returned and displayed 
in Henry County. It’s 
four-hour drive, so I’m 
leaving now. If anyone 
has a better idea or any 
other information, please 


call me.” 

Acers has done exten¬ 
sive research on the Low 
Dutch Colony. Acers’ 
written work, “The Low 
Dutch Company: A 
History of the Holland 
Dutch Settlements of the 
Kentucky Frontier” has 
been published in the 
Holland Society of New 
York’s De Halve Maen 
and appears in books, 
newspaper articles and 
brochures in Shelby and 
Henry Counties. He 
aided in identifying the 
Low Dutch Meeting 
House and gave histori¬ 
cal insight to its recon¬ 
struction as the present 
Sweet Home Spun. 

A direct descendant 
of the Low Dutch 
Company, Acers’ mother 
was a Demaree and he 
still has cousins living in 
the area of Defoe and 
Pleasureville. 

“Amalie and I decided 


maybe it’s better to go 
there in numbers so we 
went in force,” Acers 
said. “She was going to 
investigate the legalities 
of whether it was sto¬ 
len and what could be 
done about it. I got to 
the auctioneer’s place. I 
showed Mike Pruyear, 
the owner, where the 
plaque came from and 
he was perplexed. He 
had an obligation from 
the estate that he was 
auctioning it from. It 
was part of a 40-year 
collection. I’m glad he 
advertised it — and 
thank God he did. 
Otherwise, we wouldn’t 
have found it.” 

Pruyear couldn’t agree 
to sell it to Acers and 
Preston since he had 
advertised it as part of 
the next day’s auction. 
Acers said he would pay 
$200 for the plaque if 
someone bought it as 


scrap. Pruyear agreed 
that if anyone else 
wanted to buy it at the 
auction, he would buy it 
himself and take what¬ 
ever monetary loss came 
from bidding. Pruyear 
shook on it and kept his 
word. 

“I knew that any¬ 
one that had a histori¬ 
cal interest in it would 
want it sent back to 
Henry County where 
it belongs,” Akers said. 
“Mike thought it would 
bring maybe $200 if 
someone bought it for 
scrap. In the end, it only 
cost $185. Amalie picked 
it up that Saturday at his 
house and it will end up 
back in Henry County.” 

Acers said everyone 
seemed relieved. Preston 
and Acers secured the 
missing marker, saved 
it from possibly getting 
melted as scrap metal 
and the auctioneer didn’t 


have to worry about 
legal ramifications from 
the auction board or the 
authorities. 

“We don’t know 
whether we have the 
1939 marker or the one 
found shortly after in a 
junk pile in Frankfort,” 
Acers said. “We don’t 
know if we have the 
stolen one or one that 
a DAR member might 
have kept in their house 
after the plaque was 
replaced. The important 
thing is it will eventu¬ 
ally end up in Henry 
County. A lot of families 
connected to the Low 
Dutch Colony bought 
farms nearby in the 
area.” 

In his research, Acers 
took separate property 
deeds from the com¬ 
pany’s dissolution in the 
1830s and connected the 
sections on a topogra¬ 
phy map. According to 


Acers, the Low Dutch 
Colony, which pur¬ 
chased the land as the 
Low Dutch Company, 
was one of the most 
neglected histories in our 
nation. 

“The research is part 
of my family’s history 
and I find it fascinating 
that they had a settle¬ 
ment like this,” Acers 
said. “These people 
came out to Kentucky to 
stay separate from other 
settlers, but that didn’t 
happen. It took them so 
long to locate the land. 
Dozens of them had 
died from Indian attacks. 
Abraham Banta, the first 
trustee of the company, 
he purchased the land 
from Squire Boone. 
Amost everyone who is 
a Banta can trace their 
lineage back to him and 
Father Henry Banta who 
was the ruling patriarch 
back to 1780.” 

The Dutch families 
who came from the 
Netherlands to New 
Amsterdam wanted to 
spread out from New 
York and New Jersey. 

The Banta family has 
origins from Eplce Jacobs 
who came to America in 
1659 and the Demarees 
came to America on 
the boat Bontelcoe 
in 1663, according 
to records researched 
by Acers. By 1765, 
families migrated to 
Conewago, Pennsylvania 
and by 1769 migrated 
to Berkeley County, 
Virginia. The Conewago 
families called themselves 
Low Dutch to set them¬ 
selves apart from the 
‘High Dutch’ who were 
Germans. 

Low Dutch family 
members fought in the 
Revolutionary War and 
started scouting out 
Kentucky by 1779. By 
1786, Abraham Banta 
signed for, as first trustee 
of the Low Dutch 
Company, 5,945 acres 
from Squire Boone. Lots 
were drawn in 200-acre 
increments and the com¬ 
pany existed until 1830. 

For Acers, the plaque 
is yet another piece of 
the neglected history 
of his family’s and the 
county’s history. 

“To get the plaque 
back to the millstones or 
meeting, $185 is a small 
price to pay,” Acers said. 
“And it was a nice day 
for a drive.” 

Preston is currently 
seeking guidance from 
the DAR for direction 
on where to place the 
plaque for future genera¬ 
tions.

Long before iPods, 
Xboxs and Playstations, 
Sarah Foree and her 
family enjoyed the sim¬ 
pler things during the 
holidays. 

Foree and her brother 
Tom would anticipate 
Christmas with expec¬ 
tations not filled with 
images of the latest 
electronic gadget or 
fancy clothes dancing 
in their heads, but the 
time they spent togeth¬ 
er as a family preparing 
for the holidays. 

Foree, now 95, has 
trouble seeing recipes 
she used over the years 
to make candy and 
cakes, but she hasn’t 
lost sight of the ingre¬ 
dients that made for a 
merry Christmas and a 
good life. 

“One of our favor¬ 
ite times I like to talk 
about is the preparation 
we had for Christmas,” 
Foree said. “We looked 
forward to Christmas 
because it was the one 
time of the year we got 
to have the fruitcake we 
made. It’s a joke now. 
People joke about the 
dried fruitcakes people 
buy and give each other 
at Christmas, but ours 
wasn’t like that. The 
highlight of the sea¬ 


son for us was making 
preparations for the 
fruitcake.” 

Foree grew up in 
Sulphur and rode in 
a horse and buggy to 
school before the fam¬ 
ily bought a car. Her 
mother would walk to 


the Sulphur Grocery 
Store and purchase the 
special ingredients for 
the cake. 

“She would buy all 
kinds of dried fruit that 
came in crates. We had 
dates, figs and dried 
raisins still on the grape 


cluster vine,” Foree 
said. “Everyone had a 
job and their own fruit 
My brother, mother 
and I would sit by the 
fireplace that had an 
old grate on it and we 
would sit there cutting 
up the fruit. We had 


hickory nuts we got off 
of our hickory tree. We 
would break them up 
and put the kernels in 
there.” 

The next day Foree’s 
mother prepared the 
dough: six eggs, flour 
and sugar. 

“She put other spices 
in it now that I don’t 
remember,” Foree said. 
“She would mix up that 
dough, it wasn’t a lot of 
dough, and she mixed 
the fruit in with it. She 
would put the cake in 
a cake pan in a lard can 
with water underneath 
it and cook it with 
steam.” 

The recipe called for 
several pounds of fruit, 
which resulted in about 
a 10-pound fruitcake, 
Foree said. The family 
enjoyed the seasonal 
cake — a delicacy her 
and her brother only 
enjoyed once a year. 

“Back then that fruit¬ 
cake was our treasure. 
You didn’t just take a 
slice off of it and let it 
dry out. We took care 
of it,” Foree said. “It’s 
much different than the 
fruitcake you get now. 
That cake you get in a 
store is dry as a bone. 
Children have lost 
something that was dear 
to us when we were 
children. You looked 
forward to Christmas 
for the least little thing 


and were appreciative 
of it when you got it. 
Kids don’t even think 
about doing those kinds 
of things now or appre¬ 
ciate what they have. 
They just tear through 
their presents and toss 
them in the corner — 
moving on to the next 
one. You knew you 
were going to have that 
fruitcake whether you 
got anything else for 
Christmas or not.” 

The quality of time 
and material things 
should matter more 
than the quantity of 
possessions for Foree. 
She applies the same 
principle to living a 
good life. 

“People spend 
too much time and 
money living beyond 
their means — hav¬ 
ing things they really 
can’t afford,” Foree 
said. “We worked hard 
for what we had and 
we didn’t just get rid 
of it if it broke down. 
We learned how to fix 
things, or found some¬ 
one that did, and we 
took care of them. I’m 
thankful that I can still 
remember those things. 
Everything today peo¬ 
ple want to talk about 
is called a ‘new technol¬ 
ogy,’ but there’s a lot ol 
lessons people can learn 
from the past.” 
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Years ago in Henry County 


In January 1814, the 
attorney for the County 
Court of Henry County 
filed the following infor¬ 
mation concerning a mur¬ 
der that occurred in the 
County.

America, a slave who was 
the property of Little 
Berry Wells of Henry 
County, was charged with 
murdering Nicholas, a 
slave who was the prop¬ 
erty of John Evans, a resi¬ 
dent of Henry County. 
America was charged with 
preparing and administer¬ 
ing a poison to Nicholas, 
causing his death. 

At the Jan. 1814 term 
of court, John Ransdell, 
Morgan Bryan, Jr., John 
Perry and Daniel Sanford, 
Sr. were appointed by 
the judge to serve on a 
committee to view an 
alteration proposed in 
the road running from 
John Violett’s unto the 
Sullinger Warehouse 
Road, about seven miles 
from the warehouse, to

run through the lands 
of Robert Turk. They 
were to examine the 
proposed way fairly and 
impartially and report the 
conveniences and incon¬ 
veniences which would 
result from any changes in 
the road. 

175 Years Ago 

In January 1839, 
the paymaster of the 
38 th Regiment of the 
Kentucky Militia reported 
to the court that the trea¬ 
sury contained $17.87 V 2 .

150 Years Ago 

In January 1864, the 
following letter from 
the files at the History 
Center, was written 
on Jan. 20, 1864, by 
LaFayette Wright while 
he was a prisoner of war 
at Camp Douglas in 
Ohio to his wife Phebe in 
Campbellsburg: 

Dear Phebe and chil¬ 
dren, 

I thank God that I 


have the privilege of cor¬ 
responding with those 
whom I love fervently 
and desire to benefit by 
helping to procure the 
necessaries of life, but can 
not on account of my 
condition, but I hope to 
be released soon by tak¬ 
ing the oath of allegiance 
to the United States 
which I can do with a 
clear conscience believ¬ 
ing it to be my duty, you 
wish to know if I need 
any clothes? My clothes 
are sufficient for winter 
and should I want any¬ 
thing I will let you know. 
You sent me 50 cents, 
which I received and for 
which I am very thankful 
although you needed it 
worse than I and I hope 
you will not send me any¬ 
more unless I call on you. 
We are only permitted 
to write every 13 days, 
therefore you cannot 
hear from me often. Dick 
Roberson is not well but 
is going about. I saw Will 
Miles yesterday. (He met 


Roberson and Miles while 
in prison. They were from 
Kentucky and survived 
the war.) He was well and 
told me to let you know 
he wanted you to write 
to him. I have no news 
to write. The weather 
has been extremely cold 
here, which you are aware 
of. Tell Mr. Greenwood, 
Robinson and Miles the 
reason I have not written 
to them is because I have 
not the stamps and paper 
nor the money to buy 
with. Tell them my thanks 
for all the favors they have 
done and I hope they 
may prosper throughout 
life. Tell George Orr and 
Mildred I had the same 
reason for not writing 
them, and I hope God 
may bless them in this 
life and the life to come 
(LaFayette died in the 
prison hospital on Aug. 
16, 1864).

of days. The cinders - ash 
that comes from power 
plants after they burn coal 
- don’t melt the snow, 
but help provide trac¬ 
tion. Baxter said they mix 
a third of salt with two 
thirds of cinders. 

While salt costs about 


$54 a ton, the cinders cost 
“close to nothing,” he 
said. “That’s why we mix 
the salt and cinders - for 
economic reasons.” 

The Henry County 
Road Department clears 
county roads. To view 
a map that shows how 
county officials prioritize 
snow and ice removal, 
visit http://l.usa.

Another group of 


people in Henry County, 
armed with snowplows, 
work up to 16-hour shifts 
covering more than 220 
miles of state roadway. 

“During weather events, 
all 12 state employees are 
on duty during the day,” 
said Andrea Clifford, 
spokesperson for the 
Kentucky Transportation 
Cabinet. “We split the 
crews up during the over¬ 
night hours so everyone 


can get some rest. So from 
4 p.m. until midnight, 
there is a six-man crew on 
duty and then the shift 
changes at midnight. The 
other six men come in to 
cover the time from mid¬ 
night until 7:30 a.m.” 

If needed, two contract 
trucks - they salt and plow 
Interstate 71 - also oper¬ 
ate during these hours. 
Along with the pair of 
contract trucks, there 


are eight state-operated 
trucks. 

The state workers use 
sodium chloride (salt) 
and calcium chloride 
to help melt snow and 
ice. Calcium chloride is 
sprayed onto salt pellets to 
help melt snow and ice at 
lower temperatures. 

“Salt is good down 
to about 23 degrees,” 
Clifford said. “Calcium 
chloride can melt pre¬ 


cipitation down to 0 
degrees.” 

During last year’s winter 
weather events, from Dec. 
21 to March 26, Henry 
County used 2,028 tons 
of salt and 8,405 gallons 
of calcium chloride. So far 
this winter, from just Nov. 
26 to Nov. 12, the state 
has used 763 tons of salt 
and 4,390 gallons of cal¬ 
cium chloride.
